Greatest Roldier ef His Age. 
_ (Contiuned from last week.) 
SLAVERY. 


Most certainly la was the existence of 
slavery in the Souili tlitt gave rise to the 
bitter antagonism of feeling witich fed to 
secession. But it was not to secure eman 
cipation that the North took up arms, al- 
though during the progress of the war 
Mr. Lincoln proclaimed it for the pur- 
pose of striking his enemy a serious blow. 
Les hated slavery, but as he explained 
tu me, he thought it wicked to give free- 
dom suddenly to some millions of peo- 
ple who wefe incapable of using it with 
profit to themselves of the State. He 
assured me he had long intetided to gra- 
dually give his slaves their liberty. . He 
believed the institasion to be a moral 
and political evil, and. more hurtfal to 
the white than to the black man. He 
had a strong affection for the negro, but 
he deprecated any sudden or violent in- 
terferenve on the part ot the State be- 
tween masterand slave. Nothing would 
have induced bim to fight for the  con- 
tintiance of slavery; indeed, he declared 
POW | that, had he owned. every slave in the 
South, he would willingly give them all 
up if by so doing he could preserve-the 
Union. He was opposed to secession, 
and to prevent it he would willingly 
sacrifice everything except honor and 
duty, which forbid him to desert, his 
State. When in April, 1861, she formally, 
and by an act of her Legislature, left the 
Union, he resigned his commission in 
the United States army, with the intent- 
ion of retiring into private life. He en- 
deavored to choose what was right. Every 
personal interest bid him throw in his 
lot with the union. His property lay so 
close to Washington that it was certain 
to be destroyed and swept of every slave, 
as belonging toa rebel. But his die was 
cast; he forsook everything for principle 
and the stern duty it entailed. Then 
came the final temptation which opened 
out before him a vista of power and im- 
portance gfeatef that that which any 
man since Washington had held in 
America. General Long's book proved 
beyond all further doubt that he was 
offered the post of commander-in-chief 
of the Federalarmy. General Scott, his 
great friend and leader, whom he loved 
and respected, then commanding that 
army, used all his influence to persuade 
him to throw in his lot with the North, 
but to no purpose. Nothing would induce 
him to have any part in the invasion of 
his own State, much as he abhorred the 
war into which he felt she was rushing. 
His love of country, his unselfish patriot- 
ism caused him to relinquish bome, for- 
tune, 4 cértalH fitufé in fact, every- 
thing—for her eake. 


ACCEPTING COMMANDER-IN-CHIEFSHIP. 
He was not, however, to remain a 
spectator of the coming . cogflict; he was 
too well known to his countrymen‘in 
Virginia as the officer in whom the Fed- 
eral army bad the most confidence. The 
State of Virginia appointed him major- 
general and commander-in-chief of all 
her military forces. In open and crowd- 
ed convention he formally accepted that 
position, saying, with all that dignity 
and grace of manner which distinguished 
him, that he did so “trusting in Alminghy 
God, an approving conscience and the 
aid of my fellow-citizens.” The scene 
was most impressive; there were present 
all the leading men of Virginia and: re- 
presentatives of all the first families in a 
State where great store was attached to 
gentle birth, and where society was very 
exclusive. General Lee’s presence com- 
manded respect, even from strangers, by 
a calm, self-posseased dignity, the like of 
which I have never seen in other men. 
Naturally of strong passions, he kept 
hem under perfect control by tbat iron 
and determined will of which bis ex- 
pression and his face gave evidence. As 
this tall, hundsome soldier stood before 
bis country he was the picture of the 
i@eal patriot, unconscious and self-pos- 
sessed in bis strength. He indulged in 
no theatrical display of feeling. 
There was ih his fewe and about him 
that placid resolve Witieh great con- 
fidence in self, and which tm bis case— 
one known not how— quickly tommidni- 
cated its magnetic influence to others. 
He was then just fifty-four years old, the 
age of Marlborough. whemhe. destroyed 
the French army at Blenheim: in many 
ways and on many points these too great 
mem much resembled each other. Both 
were of dignified and commanding ex- 
terior. eminently bandsome, with a figure 
tall, graceful and erect, whilst a muscular 
equare*built frame bespoke great activity 
of body. The charm of manner which I 
have mentioned as very winning in Lee 
was possessed in the highest degree by 
Marlborough. Both, at the ontset of 
their great career of victory, were regard- 
ed as essentially national commanders. 
Both had married young, and were 
-faithful husbands and devoted fathers. 
Both had in all their campaigns the same 
belief and an ever-watchful Providence, 


of | in whose help they trusted implicitly, 


and for whose interposition they prayed 
at all times. They were gifted with the 
same military instincts, the same genius 
for war. ‘The power of fascinating those 
with whom they were associated, the 
spell which they cast over thelr soldiers, 
who believed almost superstitiously in 
their certainty of victory, their contempt 
of danger, their dgring courage, constitute 
a parallel that is difficult to equal be- 
tween any. other two grest men of mod- 
ern times, 
“ANTICIPATED. A LONG STRUGGLE. 

From the first Lee anticipated a long 
and bloody struggle, although: from the 
bombastic oratory of self-elected politic- | could 
ians and patriots the people: were led to’ 
believe that the whole business would be 
settled ina few weeks. ‘This folly led to 
a serious evil, namly, the enlistment of 


soldiers for.only ninety days. Lee, who |, 
understood war, pleaded in favor of the 


both’ Northern and and Southern, í led 
loudly, and oftentimes angrily, for quick |’ 
results, $t fe thie impatience of the peo- 
ple which the pres vate to emphasize so 
strongly, that drives niany weak generals 
into: immature action. Lee se well as 
others at this tiine had to submit to the 


snedss “which foolish ‘men circulated 


widely in .the: daily néwspapers. {It is 
nite certain that under thé existing con- 
of things no Fabius would be tol- 
erated, and that thé. far-seing military 
policy which triumphed at Torres Vedras 
would not be submitted to by the English 
public oftoday. Lee was not, however, 
a man whom any amount of irresponsible 
Writings could force beyond the pace Ne 
knew to be’ most conducive: to ultimate 
success. ’ 
ORGANIZIXG THE ARMY. 


The formation of an army with’ the 
tneate st his disposal was a colossal'task. 
Everything had to be created by this ex- 
traordinary man. The South was an 
agricultural, not a manufacturing country: 
and the resources of foreign Jands were 
denied it by the blockade of its ports 
maintained by the United States. Lee 
was a thorough man of business, quick in 
decision, yet methodical in all he did. 
He knew what he wanted. He knew 
what an army sbould be, and how it 
should be organized, both in a purely 
military. as well as an administrative 
sense. In about two months he. had 
created a little army of fifty thous- 
and men, animated by the lofty patriot- 
ism and courage that made them uncon- 
querable by any similarly - constituted 
army. In another month this army at 
Bull Run gained a complete victory over 
the Northern invaders, who were driven 
back across the Potomac like herds of 
frightened sheep. As the Federals ran 
they through away their arms, and every- 
thing—guns, tents, wagons, etc.—was 
abandoned to the victors. The arms, 
ammunition and equipments then taken 
were real god-sends to those engaged in 
organization of the Southern armies. 
Thenceforward a battle to the Confeder- 
ates meant a new supply of everything 
an army required. It may be truthfully 
said that practically the government at 
Washington had to provide and pay for 
the arms and equipments of its enemies 
as well as for all that its own enormous 
armies required. The day I presented 
myself in General Lee’s camp, as'I stood 
at the door of tiiztept awaiting admission 
I was amused to firid it.atamped as bp 
longing to a colonel ofa New By fegi- 
ment. I remarked upon this to General 
Lee, who laughingly ssid, “Yes, I think 
you will fd that af our tents, guns, 
and even the’ men’s potiches, are simi- 
lary marked as baving belonged to the’ 
United States army.” Some times after- 
wards, when General Pope and his large 
invading army had been sent back flying 
across the Maryland frontier, I overheard 
thie cvnvétaation between two Confeder-. 
ate soldiers! "Have you heard the news? 
Lee has resigned!” “Good G=} was the 
reply. “Whatjfor?”. “He has resigned þe- 
cause he says he cannot feed and supply; 
his army any longer, now that his com- 
missary, General Pope, has been re- 
moved.” Mr. Lincoln had just dismissed 


General Pope, replacing him by General | | 


McClellan. 
BULL BUN. 


The Confederates did not follow up 
their victory at Bull Run. A rapid and 
daring advance would have given them 

of Washington—their enemies 
capital. Political considerations at 
Richmond were allowed to outweigb the 
very evident military expediency of reap- 
ing a solid advantage from this their great 
success. Often afterwards, when this 
attempt to allay the angry feelings of the 
North against the act of secession had 
entirely failed, was this action of their 
political rulers lamented by the Con- 
federate commanders. 

In this article to attempt even a sketch 
of the subsequent military operations is 
not to be thought of. Both sides fought 
well, and both have such true reason to 
be proud of their achievements that they 
can now sr. ta.hear the professional 
criticism of ‘their English friends in the 
same spirit that. we Britishers have 
learnt to read of the many defeats in- 
flicted upon our arms by General Wash- 
ington. 

SUBORDINATES. 

What most strikes the regular soldier 
in these campaigns of General Jee is the 
inefficient manner in which both he and 
his o ents were often served by their 
subord commanders, and how bad- 
ly the staff and outpost work generally 
was performed on both sides. It is most 
difficult to move with an effective pre- 
cision young armies constituted as these 
were during the war. The direction and 
movement of large bodies of newly raised 
troops, even when victorious, is never 
easy, is often impossible. Over and over 
again was the South apparently “within 
a stone's throw of independence,” as ‘it 
has been many times remarked, when, 
from want of a thoroughly good staff to 
organise pursuit, the-occasion was lost, 
and the enemy allowed to escape. Lee’s 
combinations to secure victory were tbe 
conception of & truly great strategist, and, 
when they had been éffected, his tactics 
were also slmoet always everything that 
could be desired np to the moment of 
victory, bat there his action seemed to 
stop sbruptly.. Was ever an army 80 
hopelessly at the mercy of another as 
-that of McClellan when he began his re- 
treat to Harrison’s Landing after the 
seven day’s fighting round Richmond ? 
What commander could wish to'have y 
foe ina “tighter place” than B 
was in after his disastrous attack aoe 
‘Lee at Fredericksburg? Yet in both in- 
stances the Northern commander ‘got 
safely sway, and other similar instances 

tioned. The critical mili-

XO BITTER FEELING. 


Those who.know.how difficult. it ts to 
supply our. own militia. and --volunteer 
forces with. efficient officers can- appro- 
ciate what difficulties,Gepeml.Lee had 
to.overcome in the formation ofthe army 
he so often led to victory. Hë had about 
Inm able assistants, who, like himself, 
had received an excellent millitaty edu- 
cation at West Point. To the, experi- 
enced soldier it is no matter of surprise, 
but the general reader it will be of inter- 
est to know that, on either side in this 
war, almost every general whose name 
will be remembered in the ‘futare had 
been educated at that. military, school, 
and bad been trained in the old regular 
army of the United States. In talking to 
me of all the Federal generals Lee men- 
tioned McClellan with most® respect and 
regard. He spoke bitterly of none—a 
remarkable fact as at that time men on 4 
both side were wont to' heap the most - 
violent terms of abuse upon their respec- 
tive enemies. He thus reproved a clergy- 
man who had spoken in his sermon very 
bitterly of their enemies: “I have fought 
againrt the people of the North because 
I believed they were seeking to: wrest 
from the South her dearest rights; but I 
bave never cherished towards them bit- 
ter or vindictive feelings, and I haye nev- 
er seen the day when I did not pray for 
them.” I asked him how many men he 
had at the battle of Antietam, from which 
he had then recently returned. He said 
he had never had, during the whole day, 
more than about 30,000 men in line, al- 
though he had behind him a small army 
of tired troops and of shoeless stragglers 
who never came up during the battle. He 
estimated McClellan’s army at about 100,- 
000 men. A friend of mine, who at the 
same time was at the Federal headquar- 
ters, there made similar inquiries. Gen- 
eral McClellan’s reply corroborated the 
correctness of Lee’s astimate of the Fed- 
eral numbers at Antietam, but he said he 
thought the Confederate army was a lit- 
tle stronger than that under his com- 
mand. I mention this because both 
those generals were most truthful men, 
and whatever they stated can be impli- 
citly relied on. I also refer to it because p> 
the usual proportion throughout the wapr? 
between the contending sides in easi ac- 
tion ranged from about twice-46 three 


times more Federals “there were 
Confederates engs “With reference 
to the numbers employed on 


potiréides, the followiug amusing story. 
was told to me at the time, A depata- 
tion from some of the New England 
States had attended at the White House 
and laid their business before the Presi- 
dent. As they were leaving Mr. Lin- 
coln’s room one of the delegates turned 
romnd and said: “Mr. President, I should 
very much like to know what you reckon 
to be the number of rebels in arms against 
us.” Mr. Lincoin, without a moment’s 
hesitation, replied: “Sir, I bsve the best 
possible reason for knowing the number to 
be one million of men, for whenever one 
of our generals engages a rebel army he 
reports that he has enconntered ‚æ: force 
twice his strength; now, I know we have 
balf a million of soldiers in the field, so 
Iam bound to believe the rebels have 
twice that number.” 
~ As astudent of war I would, fain ling- 
er over the interesting lessons to be 
learned from ‘Lee’s campaigns: pf the 
same race a8 both belligerents, $I could 
with the utmost pleasure dwell upòn the 
many -brilliant feats of arms. on both 
sides, but cannot do so here. 


THE END. 


The end came at last, when the . well- 
supplied North, rich enough to pay re- 
cruits, no matter where they came from 
a bounty of over $500 a head, triumphed 
over an exhausted South, hemmed in on 
all sites, and even cut off from all com- 
munication with the outside world. The 
desperate though drawn battle of Gettys- 
burg wasthe death-kneel of Southern 
independence; and Gen. Sherman’ssplen-. 
did but almost unopposed march to the 
sea showed the world that all further 
resistance on the part of the Confederate 
States could only bea profitless waste of 
blood. In the thirty-five days of fight- 
ing near Richmond, which ended the 
war of 1865, Gen. Grant’s army numbered 
one hundred and ninety thousand, that 
of Lee only fifty-one thousand men. 
Every man lost by the former was easily 
replaced, but an exhausted South could 
find no more soldiers. “The right of 
self-government,” ‘which Washington 
won, and for which Lee fought, was no 
longer to be a watchword to stir men’s 
blood in the United States. The South 


was humbled and beaten by its own 
flesh and blood in the North, .and it is 


difficult to know which to admire most— 
the good sense with which the result 
was accepted in the so-called Confederate 
States, or the wise magnanimity display- 
ed by the victors. The wounds are now 
healed on both sides: Northerners 
and Southerners are now once more 
a anited people, with a future be- 
fore them to which no other nation, 
can aspire. If the English-speaking 
people of the earth connot all acknow- 
lédge the same sovereign, they can; and 
‘Lam sure they will, at least combine: to 
‘work in the interests of-truth and of 
peace, for the good of ‘mankind. The 
wise men on both sides of the Atlantic 
will take cate to chase away all passing 
clounds that may at any time ‘throw a 
shadow of dispute or discord between the 


two great families into which onr race is 


divided.

New York Sun bays; , I was told whén I 
came here that if Í wanted to find out 
what was trustworthy concerning the ex 
termination of the baffalo, Captain Jack 
Bridges was the man,to see. As Bridges 
wes then, bunting in the Seralers Moun- 
tains in Mexico, I took the cars to Galle- 
go, where, through the courtesy of R; E. 
Comfort, Superintendent'of fhe Mexican 
Central Railroad Company, I was previd- 
ed with an inoffensive brotielio to ride 
over to Bride's camp, some thirty-eight 
miles. 

Captain Jack, who for years past has 
been one of the most distinguished ‘and 
fearless hunters in the west, who was the 
first mati tv tnake a contract to provide a 
large number of buffalo-hides. The idea 
suggested itself to a pelt dealing firm in 
Leavenworth, Kansas, who sent for 
Bridges, telling him to procure 1,2000 
hides at ‘once, as they wished to try them 
in the English market. Bridges signed 
the contract and hiring a lot ofskinner’s 
began the destructive warfare against the 

bison. In five weeks and four days he 
killed with his own hand 1,143 buffaloes, 
atid the hides of these animals constitat- 
ed the first shipmieitt of buffalu robes to 
Europe. While the contritt was very 
lucrative, owing to the great abundance 
of the animals, the slaughter disgusted 
Bridges who was a natural born sports- 
man, 80 much that he refused to be in» 
strumental in the future in any whole- 
sale destruction of good meat. He says 
that he has only been sorry but once for 
what he did, and that has been always. 
Since then he has killed about 6000 head 
büt only when meat was required by the 
diffefent expéditions for which be was 
guide. Having shot buffale froin Britih 
Columbia to Texas, and having lived for 
the last thirtydive yeats on the great 
game ranges of thé west, he is well quali- 
fied to spedk outhoritatively on the sub- 
ject. 

“As far ds Ì know,” said Bridges, when 
talking on the subject, “and I try to keep 
myself posted, there are not over 600 buf- 
faloes left in the United States. There are 
about 200 in the Yellowstone Park, and 
these will be: the sole survivors in a 
year or two. In the panhandle of Texas 
there: wére glidtit 100; these do not iùn- 
clude those on the ranch of Charley Good- 
night, who has a lot of them semi-domes- 
ticated. Goodnights ranch is near Ver- 
non, in Armstrong county. There. are 
about 110 in Kansas and the Indian-Ter- 
ritory, five or six in Colorado, ten in Mon- 
tana, and five in Dakota. The others are 
in a little herd in an out of the way 
place, which I do not wish made public,” 

“This, than, sums up the buffaloes 
left?” 

“Yes, though there may be a straggling 
pair or two in southern Texas. I am told 
that two old bulls were seen south of 
San Antonia the other day, and that they 
were follawed up and one killed. ButI 
have been told twice recently, once by 
an Apache, and the other time by a 
Wacoe Indian, that on the big plains, 
500 mile south of here, in a country but 
very rarely travelled, there is a very 
large berd. I will know soon, for I am 
going down there this , spring. But the 
drought has been so severe in Mexico 
thig season that the game has suffered 
terribly, and has had to travel*many 
miles tor water.” 


The Colors of Canaries. - 

With regard to the yellow color of the 
canary bird aid’ its testimony to. Mr. 
Darwin's theory itis aaid that, afte? dò- 
mestication in Belgium, Germany, and 
England, (a point with which tempera- 
ture or climate may have had something 
to do,) the birds threw up on the feathers 
small patches of yellow of lighter color, 
and by carefully matching those birds 
that had the largest number of these 
patches the breeders at length, and after 
a considerable period, sticcgeded in ob- 
taining bright and uniform yellow color, 
more closely resembling what are called 
the “clear” birds of today. But the ap- 
plication of the phrase, “canary color,” to 
indicate aspecial shade of yellow, though 
general, is not justified by-the facts. Gan- 
aries of pure bteed are to be found of 
many colors, Whole breeds are green; 
and, by feeding on pepper and other 
seéds, canaries bave been produced of 
cinnamon and coffee color, and even of 
red; and, in the Lizard variety, the bird, 
though yellow in the crown, is elsewhere 
shaded and spangled in the most lovely 
manner.

The Giant Birds of New Zealand. 

The discovery of the Dinornis by the 
illustrious zoologist, Richard Owen, ig 
famous as one of Sthe most notable feats 
in the history of science. From’‘a single 
imperfect bone, a femur broken af both 
ends, he deduced the fact that an enor; 
mous bird ‘of the Struthious order, bat 
far exceeding the ostrich in size, former: 
ly inhabited. New Zealand. This dis- 
covery, published in 1839; aroused mushi 
interest, and “led to further. inquiry, 
Four years later Owen was able to show} 
from the comparison of many fragments 
of skeletons which had reached’ him} 
that there had been at least six species of 
these gigantic birds. With additional 
materials, in 1850, he had increased thé 
number of species to eleven, classed in 
three genera, and varying in size from ŝ 
kind no larger than the great bustard (or 
about fiye feet high) to one—the Dinornis 
gigantus—at least ten feet in heighf. 
Still later researches have shown that 
even [this statute was in some in- 
stances surpassed, and that birds must 
have existed in New Zealand whose 
height attained fourteen feet, or twice 
that of the largest ostrich.

The RigbERev. Alfred Lee, Bishop of 
| the Diocese of Delaware and Presiding 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States, died at 3.00 
o'clock Tueaday afternoon. , Bishop Lee 
Sy th reg wi eked 
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Popda 1807, in the old Wor- 


was a captain in the New England

lor college under a private tutor, and was 

graduated from Harvard University in 


1827. After leaving college he studied | ©4 thieves. 


liw, and was admitted to the batin New 
London, Conn, and practiced in that city 
for two years. He became convinced 
that his highest sphere of usefulness was 
inthe ministry, and hence gave up the 
Jaw. He began the study of theology, 
Theological Seminary of New York in 
1837. He was ordained a deacon May 
24, 1837; and a priest on June 12, 1838. 
He officiated for a few months in Bt, 
James's Church, at Poquetannock, Conn., 
and in September, 1838, he became rec- 
tor of Calvary Church, at Rockdale, Del- 
aware county, Pa, where he remained 
until his elevation to the episcopate. 

He was the first Bishop of Delaware 
-having been elected by a convention held 
in Georgetown Del. in April 1841. 

The election having tsken place with- 
in six months of the seasion of the Gen- 
eral Convention, it came before that body 
for confirmation. The General Conven- 
tion met in St. Paul’s Church, New York 
city, October 6, 1841. Twenty-seven dio- 
ceses were represented. On October 8 
the House of Deputies signed the testi- 
monials of the bishop-elect of Delaware. 
The same day the House of Bishops re- 
solved to consent to the consecration of 
the Rev. Alfred Lee to the episcopate of 
Delaware, and on October 12 both houses 
met in St. Panl’s Church and proceeded 
to consecrate Bishop Lee according to the 
Titnal ofthe church. Bishop Lee took 
his seat in the House of Bishops on the 
following day, making the number prés 
ent 21, he being the thirty-¢ighth fn the 
succession of  Amefican bishops. He be- 
camgtire’ senior bishop of the church 
when Bishop B. B. Smith died, in 1884. 

His home is filled with rare and valua- 
ble works, covering every field of litera- 
ture, but especially that of theology and 
church history ®To the left upon enter- 
ing the house; is the Bishop’s library, 
where he studied, thought, wrote and 
prayed. His published works are: “The 
Life of St. Peter, ” “The Life of St. John,” 
a “Treatise on Baptism,” “Memoir of 
Susan Allibone,” “The Harbinger of 
Christ,” “Eventful Nights in Bible His- 
tory,” besides considerable miscellaneous 
work. 

His death leaves Bishop John Wil- 
liams, of the Diocese of Connecticut, as 
the senior bishop of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Churcli. Bishop Lee is the third 
-bishop who has died since the meeting in 
October last of the General eis 


Washington Notes. 

The senatorial race which begun in 
Florida Tuesday will be watched with 
great interest in Washington because of 
the promise that ex-Senator Jones will 
sopner or later figure in it. The leading 
contestant is conceded to be Governor 
Bloxham, but his competitors are strong 
men, and the talk of the reappearance 
of Mr. Jones is based upon the idea that 
a deadlock is inevitable unless the party 
will consent to again take him. There 
are synipathetic allusions to the bad treat- 
ment he has received at the hands of the 
press, and in some quarters the opinion 
is expressed that he bas but to appear at 
home and make his case perfectly plain 
to rally his old time support to him. “I 
don’t subscribe to that view of the mat- 


ter,” said a prominent Floridian Ménday 


“I think I know the people ot: Florida 
too well to believe. them capable of re- 
electing to so great an office as Senator a 
man who deliberately abandoned their 
commission in the place, and could give 
no better excuse for his protracted 
absence than that he feared his appear- 
ance under the circumstances would 
make him the target for all of the humor- 
ists satirjsts of the daily press. 

It is anid that the President has heed- 
ed his friends’ advice and will join 
Secretaries Bayard, Lamar, Whitney and 
Fairchild in equestrian exercise. Horse- 
back riding is growing very popular in 
Washington. Secretary Bayard rides a 
big bay horse with a banged tail. Every 
afternoon he joins Secretary Fairchild or 
Historian Bancroft and starts off for a 
long canter. Secretary Lamar rides alone 
every clear afternoon. Mrs. Cleveland is 
delighted at her busband's decision and 
promises to join him in his outings. 

A delegation of Irish-Americans called 
at the White House Monday to invite 
the President to attend a meeting to be 
held in Washington Monday night to 
protest against the coercion policy in 
Ireland.

After Lincoln arrived in Washington 
in disguise a few days before his inaugu- 
ration be waa taken to the: Capitol by 
Seward, who, it was known, was to be 
s necretary of state. When the historic 
-entered the ‘hall of the bouse of re- 
the Republican members 

of course went.up-and were presented to 
the president elect, who had been per- 
sonally known,to very few of them. But 
no southern or nothern Democrat ap- 


proached them. Sickles was a junior | 
member and did not fee].entitled to lead 


in- any movement of this sort, but when 
he noticed that on more important per- 
son of his party stirred he turned to 8. 8. 
Cox, who sat neat him *“Is it proper to 
pay our respects to the president elect,” 
he said ; “will you ‘gò tip with me? No 
one else on our side lesds.”. Cox con- 
sented, and the two went forward, and 
Seward presented them to Lincoln. Then 
a number of other Democrats followed 
their example... 

` This'incident made Seward feel kindly 
toward Sickles, and he asked the member 
from New York totall af his house; he 
had something tosaytohim. The same 
night Sickles id’ the Visit, and Seward 
then’ tead him bdveral paseages from 
Lincoln's inangital speech, already pre- 
pared. The tone of that document was 
much more moderate than was expected, 
as those who,.knew those. times will re- 


remained 
in the Union or .returped to it, and was 
universally pronounced pacificatory and. 
ptatesmanlike, instead: of warlike or, ex- 
asperating. Sickles was struck with | its 
character, and asked if he might inform 
the president ot what he had learned. 
“I thought you would be up to some- 
thing like that,” said Seward, and he did 
not prohibit the repetition. Of course, 
upon leaving the house, Sickles went 
direct tothe president with his news. 
But Buchanan at first pooh hoohed him: 
“Do you. believe that Lincoln will say 
anything like that? Seward has been 
making game of you.” 


SEWARD'S EMBARRASSMENT. 


But Sickles then told the president of 
the peculiar terms on which he stood 
with Seward. The New York senator 
‘was at that itime virtually ostracised. in 
Democratic society, which was-the prin, 
cipal society of: Washington. .,No,south- 
ern pérsons: invited him-to: their houses, 
and when- some of’ his: constituents had 
asked himf@or invitations toa ball at Mrs. 
Slidell’, or Mrs. Gwin’s, or at the house 
of some other important southerner, 
Seward had told Sickles of his embar- 
rassment. The Democratic member was 
intimate at these vory houses because of 
his politics and his place in the presi- 
dent's favour, as well as his graces, 
and he instantly Offered to pro the 
invitations, Seward st first accepted the 
favors, but then-declified them; for he 
‘said he could not obtain invitations for 
one and not for another, and he would 
be obliged’ toexplain his disagreeable 
social position. “But Sickles 9ffeaed in 
any case where he was safficiently inti- 
mate to continue his applications, and 
Seward, of cvuree., wes especially obliged. 
` Blokles told all this to the president, 
who agreed with ‘him that it would be 
impossible for Seward to make a dupe of 
Sickles for any political purpose: “But,’. 
asked Buchanan, “did.he know that you 
would tell me?» Then Sickles recounted 
the adroit reply of Seward to his own in- 
quiry and Buchanan came to the con- 
clusion that the message was in reality 
meant for himself. It was a contrivance 
to let him know that the tone of Lin- 
coln’s inaugural was to be muchimore 
moderate than violent partisans on either 
side expected or desired. He ssid at 
once: “This is different from what I sup- 
posed. It is wise and patriot. I will go 
to the inauguration, which I had not in- 
tended to do.” 

, He kept his word. There were rumors 
and threats and Possibilities of danger 
to Lincoln and to any one who stood 
near him when he was inaugurated; but 
Buchanan accompanied him to the Cap- 
itol and stood by his: side while : thein- 
angural speech was delivered, and-when 
repedted the pasdages that Sick- 
Jes had disclosed, the retiring’ president 
looked arourid with: his cròs eye at his 
hand, “Thank God,” he said, ‘ that means 
peated.”

Fruittanp, MD., April 27.—Some of 
the fruit growers here have met again 
already and organized into what is known 
as a “Fruit growers association.” The 
plan. was tried last year, and proving a 
snccess others bave joined them, and the 
association is assuming formidable pro- 
portions, As many of your readers are 
fruit growers and truckers, perhaps they 
«will be interested” in finding out the ob- 
ject of the association. They have elect- 
ed two commission houses, reliable ones, 
in each of the large cities to ship their 
berries,.etc. to, who agree to sell their 
consignments for 7 per cent. instead of 10 
per cent. as has heretofore been charged, 
the grower getting the difference of 3 per 
cent. instead of agents getting it. In 
place of agents they propose to hire % 
clerk to manifest their fruit and pay him 
a stated salary. It is estimated that they 
will therefore save about $2.00 to $2.50 in 
every $100 worth shipped. Another 
advantage, they propose to charter cars 
and manifest to oneor the other com- 
mission houses in each city so that the 
cara may be unloaded by those’ imeri is 
soon as they are run into the railroad 
depot, thus ‘securing the benefit of the 
early markets which are generally be
